The average daily attendance in 
the elementary* grades climbed from 
636.5 pupils to 692 in the five years 
ending w ith the 1931-1932 school 
year. Last year the average was 721 
pupils. The high school average a t­ 
tendance grew at about the same 
rate. 
It m ounted from 357.2 pupils 
in 1926-27 to 434 in 1931-32 and to 
479 last year. The total average a t­ 
tendance last year was 1,200 
In the last ll years the net cost 
per day for each elementary pupil 
has rem ained constant at 22 cents. 
The cost per pupil per day in high 
school has decreased after reaching 
a peak of 49 cents in 1931-1932. Last 
year it was 37 cents, a figure that Is 
even lower than th at for 1926-27 
when it was 39 cents.

W ith an average daily attendance 
of 1,219 pupils out of 1,348 in th a t 
year the Gettysburg schools set an 
attendance record of 90.4 per cent 
as compared with the state percent­ 
age of 87.2. 
Gettysburg pupils a t­ 
tended an average of 163 clays in the 
school year, while the average over 
the state was 158.2, although 
the 
average school term in the state Is 
slightly longer 
than 
the 180-day 
school year here. 
The average value of school prop­ 
erty for each pupil enrolled in G et­ 
tysburg was $301 in th at year against 
$291 for the state, attesting to the 
above-average buildings and equip­ 
m ent in use here. 
A grouping of pupils per teacher 
that Is superior to the state average 
Is revealed. 
In Gettysburg in the 
year 1935-36, there was an average 
of 30 pupils per teacher, while the 
state average was 32.4.

Beaver Falls. Pa., April 8 (AP) 
Two inventors in this western Penn­ 
sylvania city advanced today a ro­ 
bot speed control for automobiles 
“as a sort of electrical conscience 
for drivers wrho really w ant to obey 
the law.” 
Tire robot flashes a red light on 
the dash, operates a buzzer and 
then honks the horn when the m a­ 
chine reaches the maximum speed 
limit. 
The control, or governor, 
operates by centrifugal force. 
T he inventors, William Broad and 
Stephen A Moltrup, a retired m anu­ 
facturer, said a state safety cam ­ 
paign inspired the “robot” and th a t 
they hoped to m arket it, possibly to 
the state motor police. 
As the automobile increases its 
speed, the control swings wider and 
wider until it hits the first electrical 
contact, causing the red warning 
light to flash. 
Then, comes the buzzer, following 
which “you have about half a m in­ 
ute to reduce your speed.” Broad 
said. 
“If you don’t the control sets 
off the horn.” 
T h at’s where the highway patrol 
comes in because if they hear the 
horn “they can sta rt looking for a 
speeder," Broad declared. 
Broad said the invention attaches 
to the drive shaft of the transm is­ 
sion and can be fastened to any 
make of m achine and regulated for 
any speed.
